Annual Report of School Board. 


In presenting to the citizens of Wentworth my fourth an- 
nual report, it is very gratifying to me to state that the pupils 
have made more than usual improvement in most of their 
studies, and the village school has made a marked improve- 
ment in writing. 

We have given the pupils about 132 weeks schooling, be- 
sides about two weeks in the Buffalo school that was not 
schooled out the year previous on account‘of sickness and at the 
village school Gosed between two and three weeks sooner than 
it otherwise would, for the same reason. 

At the commencement of the school year, we united four 
schools in one, to try the effect of larger classes, instead of one or 
two in a class, in arousing the interest, and found it worked as 
well as we expected. We think there are but a few that will 
want to return to the small classes again—of the pupils, at 
least—if wanted to, and we trust the parents are satisfied. 

There are 105 different names enrolled on the registers, and 
eleven different teachers. ‘Two have taught three terms, three 
taught two terms, and six have taught one term. We have 
been as successful as could be expected in our selection of 
teachers. There has been some fault found. When was there 
ever a year there wasn’t? Some have been young and lacked 
in judgment, but such things are too often exaggerated, and 
parents help to make matters worse at home, when if they 
visited the school and knew more about it, they would often- 
times change their minds. 

I tind 174 names of visitors in the registers. The village 
taking the lead with 57, and the Foster school next with 44. 
A very good showing if they were all adults, but many are
